Liberals Formulate Demands for Representa- 


tive. Elective Law Makers.- 


AN ERA IN NATIONAL EVOLUTION 


The Great Convention of St. Petersburg the First of It's 


Kind Ever Held in The White Czar's 


Domain.

St. Petersburg. Nov. 22.—Tho dele- 


pates to tho zcmstvo congress,'by n 
vote of 105 to 3. specifically declared 
In favor of an elective parliament for 
Russia. The declaration Is as follows: 


"In order to secure the proper de- 


velopment of the life of the state and 
the people, jt Is imperatively neces 
sary that there be regular partlcip'a 
tlon of national representative!!, sit- 
ting as an especially elected body, to 
make lawn, regulate the revenue anil 
expenditure, and control the legality 
of the actions of the administration. 


The above IB the final form of the 


declaration of the zomstvo representa- 
tives.In favor of the clcctlnn'of n body 
no,t merely to participate In leglsla- 
tlon, as at first reported, but to be 
Intrusted with the framing of the laws 
of .the empire. 


The meeting also adopted a declara- 


tion -In favor of granting general am- 
nesty to political offenders Imprisoned 
or exiled by administrative order. *"* 


Completed Program Is Signed. 


This completed program, declaring 


the necessity of the participation by 
the people In the government, was 
signed by 102 zemstvo presidents. In- 
eluding thirty presidents of provincial 


•vzrmstvo committees out of thirty-two 


who attended the meeting.

Sta'uhovlte. marshal of the nubility 
of Orel; third, relief measures for tho 
families of those sent to war; and, 
fourth, Ited Cross work.

Halle. Interviewed Mrs. nich, where 
she rooms', and several of her friends 
in the city.

came, from Chicago asking that her 
Chicago address be given and some- 
thing about her. 


Not Believed 


Miss Halle ha» many friends

Janesville who are prone to discredit

Miss Halle arrived In Chica- 


go Saturday from Janesville,

where she Is employed as a sn'iiog 
•rapher. As t?oon as she reached Chi 
cago the first news of the mysterious 
murder, of Bate was being heralded 
over the city and Miss Halle recos 
nlzcd at once that the unfortunate 
victim waH the young man to whom 
»he had written two letters from her 
home in Hernion, N. Y., after meet 
Ing him last September.

"Never dreaming that shc^ would 


liecoino ln\'olved In the Investigation 
of the mystery through the letters 
nhe had written to tho young man, 
Jllss Halle eagerly sought for Infor- 
mation In every development of the 
case. When she read that the letters 
were uclng ivitlihold hy the coroner 
the young woman became apprehen- 
sive and when tljese letters were pub- 
lished, 'among them her own. Miss 
Halle was overrode and It was sev- 
eral hours before iilie was able to go 
to ixjllcc headquarters to explain that 
she hud no connection with the mys- 
tery. 


"Attired In a Mack tailor-made suit 


and .heavily veiled. Miss Hallo-enter- 
ed the ofllce of 
Lieutenant* Holmn 


shortly before 7 o'clack last evening. 
She was accompanied hy J. Otto Trail- 
wein. her friend's husband. 


"'Lieutenant.' said Mr. Trautwein, 


'this Is Miss Haile, whose name has 
unfortunately been dragged Into this 
case, and t>hc has como to tell you 
all she knows of the young man, and

"Lieutenant 
Ilohaii ushered

"Jack" Barnes. He was also a chauf- 
feur. They wore with us for several 
liours and we had a real good lime. 
The young men were jolly fellows and 
we became quite well acquainted. Aft 
or that I went with him for an auto 
mobile ride one night. That was only 
a few days before I left for my homo 
In Mormon, X. Y. I 'promised to write 
to .both of the boys, and after I reach 
od Hermon I kept my promise.

Bate I wrote'two letters.

than this acquaintance with either of 
the young men I knew nothing.

"Lieutenant Ilohan wan thoroughly 


satisfied with Miss Halle's explana- 
tion and the young woman left the 
police station greatly relieved, though 
regretting that she had ever written 
to Bate. 


Mies Halle Deeply Humiliated • 


"Miss Haile Is a striking brunette. 


She is refined and feels keenly the 
humiliation that her chance acquaint- 
anceship with Bate brought upon her. 
She Is engaged to be married to a 
young man at her homo In Mormon, 
N. Y. Her friends In Janesvllle speak 
of her as a line young woman and 
when her name was connected with 
the murder mystery scores of

friends resolved at once to do some- 
thing that would help to clear her of 
any connection with It.
